A notable service will mark the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone of the Baptist 
Church Building at Xarberth and Elm- 
wood Aves., on Sunday afternoon, at 
2..10 P. M. 

An elaborate program has been ar- 
ranged to commemorate the event to 
wlilieh the entire community is cordi- 
ally invited. 

Rev. John Van Ness, Dr. Arthur S. 
Walls, and Dr. M. E. McfLinn will 
participate in the service representing 
the local Churches The pastors of the 
Overbrook and Ardmore Baptist 
Churches will bring greetings from 
their congregations. There will also 
be brief addresses by Mr. William. D. 
Gherky, Moderator of the Phila. Bap- 
tist Association, and 'by Mr. Ray L. 
Hudson, President of the Pennsylvania 
Baptist Convention. Dr. Elim A. E. 
Palmquist, Executive Secretary of the 
Fhila. Federation of Churches, and a 
recent Narberth resident, will also par- 
ticipate. 

The new Baptist Church was design- 
ed by Mr. Victor Abel, of Narberth, of 
the firm of Boyd, Abel and Gugert, and 
is being built »by Wm. D. and H. T. 
Sinedley. Ooiok Bros, are furnishing 
the plumbing and; heating. 

The fact that the completed building 
will represent one of the most beauti- 
ful and best equipped Churches of the 
Main Line, embodying many features 
adapted to community service for a 
seven-days-a-week program, and that it 
is almost entirely the product of Nar- 
berth talent lends a special commun- 
ity interest to the cornerstone laying 
.tomorrow afternoon, and furnishes ^an. 
eiceiieiit • opportunity' for Narberth re-: 
sidente to demonstrate by their pre- 
sence, at the ceremony an appreciation 
of a worthy product of home talent. 

The Church building heretofore oc- 
cupied by the Baptists on the same tibe 
was begun September, 1891, the corner 
stone being laid October 10th of the 
same year. This was completed! in 
.'. the following April and operated as a 
Mission until October. 13'th, 1893, when 
the Baptist Church of the Evangel was 
formally organized. In the thirty 
years lacking a month that have since 
elapsed there has been a steady growth 
in membersUip, influence and activities. 
To meet the imperative need for en- 
larged and modernized facilities a 
•building program, was inaugurated in 
the Tall of 1922 which materialized in 
the breaking of ground for the new 
structure last July. 

The present building will constitute 
only a wing of the completed new buldi- 
ing which will embody a modern Sun- 
day School equipment of departmental 
assembly and permanent class room. 
-units, a large kitchen and pantry, so- 
cial room, recreatfon room, bowiuig al- 
leys, showers, pastor's study, and a 
choir room as well as ' the ' beautiful 
new auditorium opening off the tower 
on the Norberth Avenue side.

Interest in Xarberth 's local politics 
centers in the nomination of a School 
Director next Tuesday. 

There is one vacancy, and two cun- 
di<!sitcs have appeared for the posi- 
tion. Mr. Hervoy C. Keim, Treasurer 
o-f the Board, is the present incumbent, 
and Dr. LeTkiy A. King -is the other 
aspirant. 

Last week there appeared in our col- 
umns several letters from friends of 
Dr. King, setting forth his qualifica- 
tions. This week "Our Town" has 
given space to some live letters on this 
important subject. The- letters are 
varied in their viewpoints, are the re- 
sult of interest and knowledge, and 
will warrant the most careful perusal. 

In answer to the letters giving Dr. 
King's educational experience is a 
clear and complete statement from Mr. 
Henry Rose, Secretary of the School 
Board, not only giving the Board's rea- 
sons for wantling Mr. Keim as Treasur- 
er of the Board, but also setting forth 
the Icandidate's ample experience in 
educational matters. Two other let- 
ters 'from friends of Mr. Keim urge his 
election. 

Dr. King lias prepared a statement, 
giving in clear and unuqestiionaible 
terms the principles he stands for in 
jNarbcrth school affairs. This state- 
ment of a "platform" is unique in 
local politics, and the declaration of 
a policy will set a standard in such 
contests.

Next Tuesday, September 18th, will 
see the culmination of the bitter poli- 
tical fight for the control of Montgom- 
ery Counity. The mails are groaning 
under the load of tons of propaganda, 
letters, newspaper ads, and other de- 
vices to lunc the voter over to one 
side or the other. 

But the rei.1 test will come on the 
day of election, when workers for both 
sides will swarm about the polls, work- 
ing personally for the various candid- 
ates. 

This week "Our Town" prints a let- 
ter from Senator Stites, answering 
charges miade against him in other 
newspapers shipped into the Borough. 
Some pages Df pretty strong partisan 
stuff, advertising and otherwise has 
been withheld from publication because 
of the avowed neutrality of this paper 
in local and general politics. 

The attacks of the Johnson party 
have been expanded to include Com- 
missioner Hatfield, and their latest pub- 
licity accuses Senator Stites of using 
names unauthorized in his letters to 
voters. 

On the other hand, the Stites' Com- 
mittee claim that their entire cam- 
paign is in the interest of breaking up 
an autocratic regime. The history of 
the affair, as explained by Mr .Stites, 
lies in the desire of Mrs. Barclay War- 
burton to have the name of Mrs. 
Euphemia C Dunn placed on the tlicket 
for Poor Director. This was refused 
at first by the Johnson group, which 
led to the formation of the committee 
headed by Mr. Stites. 

It is, undoubtedly, a case of the 
ri ou<s'' against thfe '"Ins," 1 and L t«11 
bo decided both on the merits of the 
individual candidates and more, per- 
haps, on the leaning towards the two 
leaders.

On Primary Day, Tuesday, Kept. IS, 
you wfill be asked to vote for a cjunHd- 
ate for the nomination for SchJool Di- 
rector, on the Republican ticket. 

The successful candidate at the No- 
vember election will be appointed 
Treasurer of the School Board, to which 
position Mr. Keim was appointed when 
Mir. Marsh retired a few Months ago, 
to fill out the latter 's term whlieli ex- 
pires about December iirst. The school 
is a business as well as an educational 
.proposition. ft costs the taxpayers 
over $60,000.00 per year. It is there- 
fore highly desirable, if not absolutely 
necessary, that a business man having 
an interest in school affairs occupy the 
position of Treasurer. After the re- 
tirement of Mr. Marsh, who had so 
a'bly conducted 1 the financial affairs of 
the Board for a number of years, it 
was deemed wise to search for the 
man who was best fitted by experience 
to ' handle the school funds and accounts, 
and Mr. Hervey C. Keim was selected. 
Mr. Keim's name will appear on the 
ballot Primary Day, and you are urged 
to cast your vote for him for purely 
common sense if for no other reasons. 

Mr. Keim . is a certified Public Ac- 
countant, and as such for several years 
has been engaged in financial and ac- 
counting affairs of magnitude. He ha.? 
been a corporation director as well as 
a Vice President, and has been the 
Treasurer of various organizations. He 
is deeply interested in local school af- 
fairs, his son now attending Narberth 
school, a daughter having been gradu- 
ated with honors several years ago; 

Opposing Mr. Keim fur the nomina- 
tion is a gentleman of high standing 
in educational affairs in this State, at 
present Professor of Social Economy 
at the University of Pennsylvania,-, a: 
feature upon which the opposition, lays 
great stress.

The tposition is no sinecure, being 
onerous, and thankless at the best, and 
only a man with a high sense of public 
duty would be willing to accept it and 
d*> it jusfuice. 

As a matter of fact the opposition 
to Mr. Keim's candidacy emanates 
from a source which is not inspired by 
any consideration for the welfare of 
the school. Some of tho instigators of 
the movement, having real or fancied 
personal grievances- againrft one or more 
members of the present Board, are us- 
ing the present situation to give vent 
to their private grudges agaiinst the 
Board by setting up an opponent to 
Mr. Keim. Their candidate, I do not 
believe, ia aware of, or a party to, this 
state of affairs.

To the Voters of Narberth: 

■Since I have been requested by a 
number of Narberth friends and citi- 
zens to become n candidate for the 
school board 1 , and since my prospective 
candidacy had been endorsed by com- 
mittees of citizens, I have come to the 
conclusion that it is my duty as a Nar- 
berth citizen to heed the request and 
allow the petitions, unsolicited by my- 
self, for both the Republican and 
Democratic nominations to be properly 
filed. It is my belief that any person 
soliciting the vote of the public for 
any oflice should make h!is stand!, in so 
far as possible, on matters pertaining 
t>o that office, clear to the voters. 

If nominated and finally elected to 
the NarhertM School , Board, among 
other things I believe in the following 
course of action on the part of the 
Board to promote educational develop- 
ment in our Borough: 

1. To send the students of the high 
school (10th, 11th and 12th grades) 
to the Lower Merion High School as 
already deternidned by the Board and 
in whose action I most hearily concur. 
The education and social advantages in 
a modern, well equipped high school of 
standard size are so great as compared 
with the present Narberth High School 
advantages that the experiment should 
be given a most thorough trial. 

2. To organize the 7th, 8th and 9th 
grades in Narberth according too the 
Junior High School plan. Since this 
type of organization is now being es- 
tablished in Lower Merion Township 
(apart from the intrinsic values of Jun- 
ior High School organizations), it will 
facilitate the adjustment of the Nar- 
berth students to the Lower Merion 
Senior High School. 

3. To organize and develop our pre- 
sent elementary school that it may be- 
come one of the best in the suburbs of 
Philadelphia. 

4. To pay the principal and teachers 
adequate salaries that will command 
the best qualifications obtainable. 

5. To delay, just ns long as possible, 
the construction of a new school build- 
ing or additions to the present plant 
on account of the present inflated 
building costs, provided that the elimi- 
nation of tho three highest grades and 
the possible elimination of an addi- 
tional grade 1 , will provide sufficient 
space with the necessary renovations 
to give the children of the elementary 
grades properly equipped school facili- 
ties. 

6. To keep the school tax just as low. 
as possible by careful financial econom- 
ics particularly during the present per- 
iod of retrenchment in governmental af- 
fairs, so . long as the highest progres- 
sive educational standards tan be main- 
tained in our school affairs. ' ' 

7. To eo -operate with the Borough 
Council and the Playground Commis- 
sion to help bring about the improve- 
ment to our Public Plagrounds in or- 
der to have them available for complete 
use in the summer of 1924. As a mem- 
ber of the School Board I shnll favor 
and vote for the Board ?a hiring and 
providing the salary of, at least in 
part; a eomipetent. person to properly 
supervise such -part, or parts of the pub- 
lic . grounds available for school chil- 
dren— especially the younger. dhlildren. 
Experience' has- proven, that public play; 
grounds must.: be supervised in order' 
t» rbe'; available;. anA J^jtely <v*e& /.%' 
children during the Vacation periods. 



8. To bold rigidly to the principle 
of publicity so that the eittzens of our 
community may be kept fully informed 
relative to educational and financial 
needs and affairs under the control of 
the boards of directors, in a way com- 
parable with the publicity given to the 
administration of affairs in our Bor- 
ough Council which soems to be receiv- 
ing favorable public approval. 

If the majority of the citizens of our 
Borough subscribe in general to the 
above principles or suggestions and de- 
slire me to become a member of the 
Board by a nomination on next Tues- 
day, September eighteenth, and by an 
election in November, I shall aim to 
■doHoperate with the present members 
of the Board in maintaining and im- 
proving the administration of school 
affairs in our Borough and in bringing 
it up to the highest possible plans.
